“According to figures given by Gen. 
Kus ma nek, late commander of Prze- 
mvsl, the num ber of prisoners who 
surrendered to the Russians was nine 
generals and 93 officers of the general 
stad, 2,500 officers and officials and 
117,000 men. 
“The num ber of guns and other war 
material captured is 
being 
calculat­ 
ed/* 


The lack of official 
details 
from 
I rzemysl is said to be due 
fo 
the 
heavy snowstorm that prevailed Mon­ 
day, which broke down the telegraph 
lines. 


It is reported, however, that near­ 
ly a quarter of the garrison had suf­ 
fered with typhoid and scurvy. 
Al­ 
though the Tat ions were growing more 
limited, none hut a few of the higher 
officers, lip to the end of 
January, 
knew that actual starvation was im ^ 
pending. The real condition of affairs 
was learned by the troops 
when 
an 
aviator, who was starting with mes­ 
sages for Vienna, was shot by th e 1 
Russians and fell within the defend­ 
ers’ line. 
After that there was much 
grumbling in the garrison and almost 
a mutiny. Some of the Austrians slip­ 
ped through the line at night and 
surrendered to the Russians. 
The investing Russian 
forces 
in­ 
creased the intensity of 
their 
bom­ 
bardment and the strain on the de-j 
fenders began to toll 
more 
rapidly J 
during February. 
Many were 
made 
insane by privations and disease. The 
death list was very high. 
Civilian inhabitants, who had been 
unable to escape when the siege be­ 
gan, swarme’d about the forts, begging 
food*and refuge, but the commandant 
was unable io care fo»* them. The 
death of two prominent generals in 
February from 
typhoid 
tended 
to 
weaken the determination 
of 
Gen. 
von Kusmanek, commander 
of 
the 
fortress. 
By the end of February actual fam­ 
ine prevailed: scarcely a living ani­ 
mal was left. For weeks virtually the 
only sustenance was 
obtained 
from 
small supplies of concentrated food­ 
stuffs brought by aeroplanes. 
A council of officers daily consider­ 
ed the situation, but not until they 
were convinced that there 
was 
no 
hope of help from the Austrian relief 
column did they reach the decision to 
surrender.

WOMEN’S SERVICE TO THE 
STATE. 


Ever since men began to suspect 
that women were people 
and might 
in time rise to the dignity of citizens, 
opponents of equal citizenship have 
insisted that “women should not be 
enfranchised, 
because 
the 
highest 
public duty of a citizen is 
to 
bear 
arm s in time of war, a n d ‘women can 
not fight.” 
The present 
war 
seems 
to 
be 
knocking that objection into a cock­ 
ed hat. In England, which has oppos­ 
ed most vigorously women s partici­ 
pation in public affairs, this appeal 
has just been made to the women 
of the country: 
“ Any woman who by working helps 
to release a man or to equip a man 
for fighting does a national service. 
If the full fighting power of the na­ 
tion is to be put forth on the field 
of battle, the full working power of 
the nation must be made available to 
carry on its essential trades at home. 
The government 
invites 
all women 
who are prepared, if needed, to take 
paid employment of any kind—indus­ 
trial, 
agricultural, 
clerical, etc.-rto 
enter themselves upon the register of 
women for war service.” 
In other words, the ordinary occu­ 
pations of life are even more vital 
and fundamental than fighting, 
and 
the woman who takes a m an’s place 
in i Le army of industry, thereby re ­ 
leasing that man for fighting, is serv­ 
ing her country as certainly and ef­ 
fectively as the man. The same sit­ 
uation exists in every belligerent na­ 
tion in Europe^ 
All that remains now* is for man­ 
kind to recognize 
that 
women in 
their 
ordinary 
every 
day 
tasks, 
w hether in the 
home, 
the 
school 
room or the office, are engaged in 
service to their country 
Clat 
is at 
least as important as fighting. 


The rural free delivery service now* 
includes nearly 44,000 routes, cover­ 
ing every day 1,000,000 miles of roads 
and nerves 
20,000,000 
people. 
In 
there were 148 routes, covering 
less than 3,000 miles. It is a trem en­ 
dous growth of a great public service 
in an astonishingly short time. 
It would be hard to estim ate, the 
value of it. 
The $47,000,000 that it 
cost last year is but a trivial index 
to the real service rendered. For one 
thing, the rural mail carriers, travel­ 
ing their 305,000,000 miles a year on 
the n atio n s highways, have wielded 
the greatest influence yet brought to 
bear on our lamentable lack of good 
roads. The moral force of it is more 
effective than many millions of dol­ 
lars appropriated 
for 
highway im­ 
provement, and there 
are 
big divi­ 
dends in the lessened w*ear and tear 
of wagons 
and 
greater accessibility 
of markets. 
Toe farming population has gained 
tremendously in 
time—a commodity 
that farmers are only 
beginning to 
estim ate at its real value. Instead of 
the community suspending its har­ 
vesting or plowing to drive to town 
for its mail, the mail comes to the 
community. There is a certain social 
loss, but a great economic gain. 
Xo m atter how* 
stormy 
the day, 
there comes Uncle Sam’s hired man 
just the same. And 
the 
things 
he 
brings these days make grandfather’s 
eyes pop out. Magazines the old-time 
farm er never 
dreamed 
of reading, 
scientific journals 
that 
teach 
the 
youngsters 
things 
of 
more 
worth 
\ 
than their fathers know*; papers with 
the world’s news in such profusion 
as were never 
known 
before, 
and 
catalogues 
displaying 
the 
world’s 
goods for their choice. 
And now* with the parcel post the 
farmer on his remote quarter section 
can market his products 
and have 
his purchases delivered and 
do his \ 
banking right at his door. Us is no 
longer outside of {he world of intel­ 
ligence and business—he 
is 
in the 
midst of it. 
The rural 
delivery 
makes every 
farm house a business center of the 
United States. 


HIGHBROW NEUTRALITY. 


The belligerent scientists 
are be­ 
ginning to 
recover 
their scholarly 
composure. The most hopeful sign of 
returning sanity comes from Germa­ 
ny, in ‘the form of an editorial in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung. 
The editor’s wrath has been arous­ 
ed by the action of 
several distin­ 
guished German professors, who de­ 
clared that they would no longer co- 
laborate with 
scientific institutions 
in England. He condemns this atti­ 
tude as “fundamentally 
un-German.’’ 
as “theatrical and void of ta s te /’ and 
“altogether ridiculous.” 
“Science and a n / ’ says 
the Zei- 
ttiBg, “have always appeared as the 
common possession of civilized peo- 


In view* of the fact that our favor­ 
able foreign trade balance for a sin­ 
gle week this month 
is $47,000,000. 
Great Britain and 
France 
may be 
pardoned for some of their seeming 
indifference toward our commercial 
welfare. W ith our exports rolling up 
at that rate, they can’t see that we 
are suffering much 
from 
blockades. 
And to tell the truth, as long as the 
allies are willing to pay for the cot­ 
ton, wheat and other goods they con­ 
fiscate, our export industries are not 
exactly threatened with diaster. 
The 
most serious part 
of 
the trouble, 
however, is our loss of imports, es­ 
pecially raw* m aterials needed in our 
textile, steel 
and 
drug industries. 
There is a grievance that we can’t 
very properly make a fuss about. 


BRITISH MORE SOCIABLE 


Travelers 
In 
England 
Are 
Losing 
Some of Their Priggishness. 


London, March 24.—W ar is making 
the British public sociable. Travelers 
w ho in times of peace would occupy 
the same compartments for hours at 
a time without exchanging a word, 
now start conversations without an 
introduction. 
This sudden breaking 
loose from the Victorian spirit of re­ 
serve and aloofness has caused tho 
Times to comment editorially on the 


c h a n g e , which it 
calls one 
of 
the 
minor results of the war. The w riter 
first confesses: 
“Most of us in normal circumstances 
go on a railway journey as we go to a 
barber’s, with a prayer for silence in 
our hearts, and at the iirst sign of 
loquacity, we take refuge behind a 
ram part of newspaper.”

solemn” to sit mutely for hours, look­ 
ing straight through the fellow* crea­ 
ture opposite, and" concludes, in behalf 
of friendly intercourse between pas­ 
sengers: 
“lf we only have the honesty to ad­ 
mit it to ourselves, the sense of hav­ 
ing done our duty in being friendly 
and pleasant gives a comfortable lit­ 
tle glow at the heart which more than 
compensates for an 
occasional 
bad 
half hour.” 


Washington, D. C., March ?4^-T he 
department of agriculture 
today is­ 
sued a bulletin which, among other 
things of interest, contains a list of 
“flowers that w ill make ^good in the 
garden.” The bulletin says: 
Many people at this season of the 
year are considering what flowering 
plants they shall put in their gar­ 
dens. The 
average 
housewife, 
who 
has not much time to spare 
on the 
matter, the child who is just becom­ 
ing interested in growing plants, and 
the teacher who 
is 
laying 
out 
a 
school garden for the benefit of her 
pupils, 
will 
undoubtedly 
welcome 
some simple suggestions along this 
line. The departm ent’s so c ia lis t par­ 
ticularly recommends as satisfactory 
and easily grown flowers the agera­ 
tum, the nasturtium, the petunia, the 
California poppy and the zinnia. Here 
a re a few* pointers on each of them : 
Agerat um—The "ageratum is one of 
the few* blue flowers we have. In its 
form it somewhat resembles tile he­ 
liotrope, but has no odor. Ageratums 
grow well upon almost all soils and 
through a wide range of climate. For 
that reason many combinations with 
them are possible. 
The plants are 
neat, bushy and erect, and produce a 
profusion of tile 
brush-like flowers 
throughout the season. 
The dwarf 
blue sorts make fine borders and are 
much used 
where 
contrasting color 
effects are desired. For early bloom 
the seed should 
be 
sown 
in 
cold 
frames or boxes in the house early 
in the season (M arch), but for sum­ 
mer and fall bloom the seeds may be 
sown in April or e^rly in May in well 
prepared beds in 
the 
open. 
£eeds 
sown in August 
will 
produce 
good 
plants for winter flow*ering. 
Nasturtium —The large seeds of the 
nasturtium require 
to 
be 
planted 
much deeper than the fine seeds of 
the petunia. Sow* them in rows where 
the plants are to grow*, placing 
tile 
seeds about six. inches apart in the 
row* and cover them 
about 
ail inch 
deep. W hen ail plants are up. thin so 
that they stand a foot apart if the 
soil is rich; if rather thin, it will he 
as well to allow* them to stand at the 
planting distance. The plants should 
be given clean cultivation to induce 
rapid growth, lf planted in the open 
at the same time 
that 
beans are 
planted very satisfactory results will 
follow. For earlier bloom, plant in ad­ 
vance of this date in hot beds, cold 
frames or window* boxes. 
Petunia—W hile the petunia grows 
readily and rapidly from seeds sown 
in the open about corn planting time, 
earlier 
bloom 
can 
be secured 
by 
planting the seeds in window boxes 
or hot beds 
and 
transplanting the 
plants once before placing 
them in 
the open. For localities north of New* 
York the most 
satisfactory method 
of handling these plants will be to 
place the seeds 
in 
window boxes 
about April I, and to transfer 
the 
young plants to the open when the 
weather permits, about the middle of 
May. The seeds 
are 
very small and 
should not be covered with earth in 
the ordinary way. 
They 
should 
he 
sown on the surface and brought in 
contact with the earth by firming it 
with a board. 
California poppy (eschscholtzia)— 
The eschscholtzia 
is 
an 
annual of 
striking character 
both 
as regards 
the form and color 
of 
its flowers, 
which are bright and 
rich 
in their 
tints of yellow 
and 
orange. 
The 
Plants average about a foot in height, 
have attractive, silvery foliage, and 
produce their large 
poppy-like flow­ 
ers quite lavishly from early spring 
until frost. The seeds of eschscholt­ 
zia may l>e sown in window* boxes or 
in a hot bed in March, or in the open 
where the plants 
are 
to 
b'oom as 
soon as the soil is in fit condition in 
April or May In the latitude of New 
York. In latitudes, south 
of 
New 
York the seeds may be sown in the 
autumn for early bloom. The plants 
enjoy a rich loam and should be al­ 
lowed five or six inches of space in 
the row*. 
When 
used in beds they 
may b<* sown broadcast. 
Zinnia—The zinnia is easily grown 
from seeds sown in the open ground. 
W hen sown in April the plants will 
bloom abundantly and 
continuously 
through the entire season. During the 
month of August zinnias are at their 
hest. To secure large flowers and a 
profusion of bloom the 
plants must 
be. given ample room for full devel­ 
opment, as well as an abundant sup­ 
ply of food. 
Strong, rich soils suit 
the zinnia. lf the seeds are sown in 
a d u e lin g house or in a hot bed in 


pricked oui once or twice belore be­ 
ing placed in their permanent situa­ 
tions. more satisfactory 
results will 
be secured than from out door sown 
seeds, unless 
care 
in 
thinning or 
transplanting is given. In addition to 
their use in the school garden, zin­ 
nias can be used for 
groups, beds, 
borders, garden 
lines 
and 
summer 
hedges. Their average height is 
feet. The zinia is a rather large, for­ 
mal 
flower, 
whose 
colors 
range 
through the shades of red and yellow. 
Their season of bloom is through the 
late summer and autumn, and the in­ 
dividual bloom lasts for a long time, 
both on the plant and as cut flowers. 
The departm ent has a bulletin on 
“Lawn Soils and Lawns” (No. 494), 
and a bulletin, on 
“Beautifying the 
Home Grounds” (No. 185), which will 
ho sent to applicants as long as the 
supply lasts.

w*as “E v e r y - * U.e Fatherland.” 
The family name of Joffre is still 
quite general throughout the region 
of Brive and there is a town in the 
vicinity that has at different periods 
gone by the names of Joffre, Geoffre 
or Geouffre. 
This 
spot 
was 
the 
place of origin of a bourgeois family 
certain branches of which were en­ 
nobled under the names of Geouffre 
de Aurussac, Geouffre de Lapradells, 
Geouffre-Comnene. 
Two-Ynembers of 
this last family even 
claimed 
the 
throne of Greece 
during the eigh­ 
teenth century on the pretext that 
the family sprung from^ one of the 
ancient emperors of the Orient.

particularly, 
if 
halibut were 
present 
in 
sufficient ! 
numbers to support a fishery. 
The 
fishery steam er 
Albatros 
was used 
for this survey. Tho survey covered, 
as well as time permitted, the area 
inshore of the 100-fathom curve, from 
just north of Gray’s Harbor. Wash., 
nearly to Cape Blanco, Ore. A hali­ 
but ground of some value was found 
off Newport. Ore., covering an area 
of approximately 250 
square miles.. 
The run of fish on this bank reaches 
its maximum iii August and Septem­ 
ber. but apparently is of commercial 
importance as early

June,

probably soe halibut could be taken 
in the latter part of April.

it goes its work is good, but its fac­ 
ulty is often 
composed of teachers 
who, themselves, 
have 
never even 
read the book through. 
Before any
